2. The Comnission, whose mombers are men named Ivanov, Dimitrov, and Yourev, are 
seeking to place orders for electrical equipment and other machinery with such 
firms as Theodor Hell, Oerlikon, and browm-Boveri. Georgiev hoped to finance 
these purchases and. even to obtain free Swiss francs by the sale of Bulgarian 
tobacco which he offered at relatively low prices. He intimated thet if he 
failed to finance his purchases as he had planned he could still draw on Soviet 
evedits in Switzerland.
